Ask the leaf-' 
some lines of relief clients in Harlenu Ask the 
weeping mothers whose son is the latest victim ' 
police brutality. Ask Maceo Snipes and Isaiah NixOO, 
killed by mobs in Georgia because they tried ti> 
exercice the constitutional right to vote. Ask gay 
Negro worker receiving unequal pay for equal work, 
denied promotion despite his skill and because of 
his skin, still the last hired and the first fired. Ask 
fifteen million American Negroes, if you plettti 
«What is the greatest menace in, your life*? and they 
will answer in a thunderous voice, cJim Grow 
Justice ! Mob Rule ! Segregation ! Job Discrimina¬ 
tion !*—in short white supremacy and all its vile 
works.

Congress, who went to jail and whose fight for 
the life of Willie McGee of Mississipi is one of the 
great democratic sagas of our time— he is not our 
enemy; he is a true friend of the Negro people. 
And John Howard laiwson and Dalton Trurabo, 
Hollywood screen writers, who went to jail for 
maintaining their faith in the sacred American doct¬ 
rine of privacy of political belief-—they too are 
friends of the people. 

Our enemies are the lynchers, the profiteers, the 
men who give F.E.P.C. the run-around in the Senate, 
the atom bomb maniacs and the war-makers. 

Cine simple reason why I know that we shall win 
is that our friends are so much more numerous than 
our enemies. They will have to build many, many 
more jails—not only here but all over the world 
to hold the millions who are determined never 
to give up the fight for freedom, decency, equality, 
abundance and peace. 

I have returned from London where the Executive 
Committee of the World Partisans for Peace met to 
further their crusade against atomic destruction. And 
there, spokesmen of millions of men and women 
from all parts of the globe—Europe, Asia, Africa, 
North and South America, Australia—pledged them¬ 
selves anew that the Truman plan for the world shall 
not prevail—that peace shall conquer war—that men 
shall live as brothers, not as beasts.

B JTWEEN 1939 and 1946 all Cuban 
labour unions and federations 
belonged to the Confederation 
of Cuban Workers (C.T.C.), which 
was the only national Trade Union 
Centre and was unanimously sup¬ 
ported by half a million Cuban 
workers. 

In that short period, salaries and 
wages underwent a total increase of 
$1,590 million. Social legislation 
was applied and extended and agri¬ 
cultural workers also came under 
its benefits. Collective bargaining 
became general in town and village. 

The C.T.C. supported the demands 
and enjoyed the confidence of the 
farming population, the Negro 
people, youth and women, and even 
of certain progressive groups of 
Cuban industrialists. 

Our Trade Union Centre thus be¬ 
gan to play an important role in 
national life. 

Ever since its foundation, the im¬ 
perialists and their agents, whatever 
.heir hue, have been combatting the 
C.T.C., concentrating their efforts on 
breaking its unity and splitting the 
working class. 

The trade union unity, organiza- 
■ion and discipline of Cuban work¬ 
ers was a source of considerable 
disquiet to the imperialists and big 
planters, since this unity was direct¬ 
ed against imperialism and towards 
national independence and the fight 
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for the final liberation of the workers. 

They needed and wanted disorgan¬ 
ization and disunity in our country 
in order to subjugate it, to seize our 
wealth, to exploit our people, and 
to keep us in a state of backward¬ 
ness and poverty.

7\ the end of the war the im- 
^*perialists redoubled their attack 
on the unity of the C.T.C. Their 
anti-unity agents, the adventurers 
and Trotskyites grouped in the so- 
called Labour Commission of the 
“Cuban Revolutionary Party", decid¬ 
ed to enter its ranks in order to ally 
themselves with the right-wingers 
and scabs and set about seizing 
control of the C.T.C. with the sup- 
prat of the government, so as to cor¬ 
rupt and destroy the C.T.C. from 
within. 

This was the plan drawn vp by 
the union bosses of the American 
Federation of Labour at a meeting 
held in Miami in 1946 along with a 
few right-wingers and Trotskyite 
adventurers. 

At that time the imperialists had 
already embarked on their scheme 
for a war of world domination, and 
thus had a stronger motive for at¬ 
tacking working class unity on all 
continents and in all countries, using 
as their agents the right-wing social- 
democrats and every kind of ad¬ 
venturer and gangster. 

The government of the so-called 
“Cuban Revolutionary Party" led by 
Grau, had submitted itself completely 
to the pressure of the American 
imperialists seeking to destroy the 
C.T.C. It handed over to the adven¬ 
turers on the C.R.P.'s Labour Cor - 
mission thousands and thousands of 
pesos from the state treasury, public 
offices and public monies, in order 
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
